County Sunday Schools in Con- 
vention. 

The Bourbun County Inter- Denomi- 
national Sunday School Assnciation 
held a convention Tuesday morning 
and afternoon in the Baptist church. 
The meetios wan presided over by Mr. 
H. A. Power, county preflident. After 
the devotional exerciseis, condaeted by 
' Rev. Carey E. Morgan, and the report 
of the secretary, Mr. Hoastcm Rion. 
Rev. O. B. Crockett made an address 
in Personality Teaching, which was 
very practical and thooshtf ol. 

The story of the Intemationl con- 
vention held at San Francisco in July, 
was told in a veiy entertaininsr man- 
ner by Mr. W. J. Vaaabn, of J.ouisa, 
Ky., field worker for the Kentucky 
Sunday School ARsouiation. Hia 
account of the proceedings of the con- 
vention was very instructive, and he 
related many interesting incidents of 
his trip. He also stated that there are 
more Sunday schools in the mountain 
counties of Kentucky in proportion to 
the population than in any of the 
counties in Central Kentucky, and that 
mere boys and girls of school age 
attend the Sunday schools th#re than 
elsewhere in the State. 

After a solo by Mr. Floyd, the meet- 
ing adjourned until 2 p. m., when the 
devotioiMl services waa eondaeted by 
Rev. J. T. Sharrard. 

Mr. Vaughan again addressed the 
meeting upon "The Present Day De- 
mands Upon the Church and Sunday 
Schools," and made a strong plea for 
the spirit of conquest and consecration 
in the work. Rev. £. M. Lightfoot 
foUoweJ with an address upon 
"Parental Responsibility" and urged 
»be necessity of co-parioenhip be- 
tween parent and- child. 

After a diseussioB of various 
methods of the work, eondacttd by 
Mr. Vanghan. the eomnittees on reso- 
lutiona and nominatioM reperted. Mr. 
W. O. Hinton, ehairman of the latter 
committee, submitted the namea of the 
fol lowing to act as offieers for the en- 
raing year :

The time and place for holding the 
next convention will be determined 
later. 

The follwoinjr resolutions were 
adopted : 

We, the Borubon County Sunday 
School Union in session assem^jled in 
the Uaptist church at Paris, Kentucky, 
believe, that 

Whereas, the S jnday schools of our 
county could be brought into closer 
union with each other, and the varied 
methods of work as used by each de- 
nominational school, by compaiieon 
with one another in such conferences 
would be of untold value, a^d 

Whereas, but few of our county 
schools are represented in this annual 
gathering, therefore be it resolved 

That we urge upon the officers of 
this organization .to arrange a pro- 
gramme at least one month prior to 
the time of annual meeting, aame to 
be published in all county papers to- 
gether with time and plaee of meet- 
ing, and be it further resolved 

That all our county schools be urged 
to make oat and forward report of 
their work to the aeeretary of tne 
union, that we commend the gathoring 
of all atatisties as to non-attending 
Sunday school puoils, that the Home 
Department,Cradle Rail, and Graded 
System, so far as the latter is practi- 
cable in view of lucal conditions be 
adopted by the various schools, and 
be it further resolved

The Democrats of Kentucky Tues- 
day night adopted a platform on which 
their candidates, previously named in 
a primary, will gu before the people 
of the Slate and ask for their 
suffrage. 

'ibe fight on the county unit plank 
as was forecast, took place and one 
was tinsel ted declaring that temper- 
ance should not be made a partisian 
ssue between political parties, but 
calling for an extension of the present 
local option law as applied to the sale 
of liquors so that the citizens of each 
eoanty may determine whether liqaors 
•hall oe sold tbeiein. 

The pit nk favbr<fd by Mr. McCresry, 
the candidate for Governor, and foner 
Gov. Beekham. A minority report 
offered by three of the 18 members of 
th3 committee— Webster Helm, of 
Campbell county ; James M. O'Brien, 
of buurbon. and Henry Watterson. of 
Jefferson, was defeated after a roll 
call contested every inch of the way, 
the vote as announced by the secretary 
being G6 to against substituting 

the minority report lor the majority 
plank. 

Ihe climax to the convention was as 
dramatic as any ever witnessed in 
Kentucky. All afternoon the delc- 
gate.s favoring the * 'extension of the 
county unit"— the phrase used by Mr. 
Beckham and other supporters— to 
designate their position wrangled at 
the Masonic Theater. 

Things became heated 'from the 
moment the Committee on Credentials 
presented its report at the afternoon 
session, and the interest .of the dele- 
gates in the struggle waxed steadily 
until the dramatic moment came at 
tbe.night session when the editor and 
former Governor appeared on the 
same platform, The one to uphold the 
principles for whicn he had fought 
sinee entering joornalidna. the other to 
ask the delegates to support a distinct 
step toward making Kentuky "dry." 

The rejected palnk as anbmitted as a 
substiiine for Section 13 of fthe 
majority report is as follows: 

"The uemocratic party of Kentacfcy 
is. and has always been, a party^ of 
moderation and temperance. Ifivery 
existing statute in restriction of the 
sale and use of intoxicants was enact- 
ed by a Democratic Legislature and 
approved l)y a Democratic Governor. 
Unalterably opposed to the principle 
of Daternaliam, and pledgirjg the party 
to the rigorous enforcement of the 
laws, the Democrats of .Kentucky re- 
new their allegiance to the time- 
honored principle of self-government 
ana home-rule embodied by the local 
opiion clause of the State ccn.stitutiun 
and denounce the double-dealing and 
hypocrisy of thCjIiepubjican tfl'orts to 
drag into party politics a social, moral 
and r^ii^ii^us question having no 
proper place therein.

George Pugh Killed by Employe. 

A preFs dispatch from Taylorsville 
gives the following account of the 
Iviiling of Mr. George Pu^h. formerly 
of Scott county and well known here: 
*'In plain sight of thousands of 
people attending the Spencer County 
Fair John A. Cottr^ll. a farmer living 
on the Waterford Dike, four miles from 
Taylorsville, drew a pistol from his 
pocket and fired point-blank at George 
Pugb, 70 years old, fur whom he had 
Lion engaged to drive horses at the 
fair. Th«» bullet struck Pugh in the 
f jrehead over the left eye and lodged 
in the brain, causing instant death. 

"Following the firing of the shot 
there was wild excitement on the fair 
grounds and Deputy Sheriff Jjhn W. 
Snider, scenting trouble. grabbed 
Cottrell and before the people realized 
his intention, was hastening toward 
Taylorsville, aiMUt a mile distant. 

"Before the deputy sheriff and his 
iritencr had gotten well out of sight 
a nH»b of mora thaa S50 determined 
UMn was fanned and atnrted for the 
jail with the avowed iatcatiaa of 
'seeing that juUiea moved pcametly. 

"When DeputF Snider renebed ther 
jsil he received a m essage tailing of 
ttie pursuit by the mob aad went 
immediately to the railroad station, 
catching the first train that came 
through. He landed in Shelbyville 
with his prisoner later in the after- ! 
r.oon. The mob. hearing of the 
^ie^uty's escape with his prisoner, 
turned back to the fair grounds after 
^aving covered about half af the 
d stance to the town. 

"It is alleged by witnesses who 
stood neai the men that they quarrel- 
ed over wages demanded by Cottrell. 
He bad been hired to drive horses in 
the anow rings by Pugh, it is said, 
b'jt did not do his duties to the satis- 
1 act ion of his employer, and when he 
demanded money and |was [refused, it 
is said, the ahooting followed. 

"Pugh is survived by a wife and six 
children. Cottrell haa a wife aad three

ABtl-takerculosis LeagMe Orga- 
nized. 

At the home of Mrs. W. E. Simms, 
on Mt. Airy Avenue, Monday morning, 
a local Anti-Tuberculosis League was 
organized, with Miss Lucy Simms, 
one of the directors of the stats 
organization, presiding. The purpose 
of the organization will be to enlist 
the co-operation and interest of every 
citizen in Bourbon county and increase 
the membership until it shall become 
a strong factor in leaching the cause, 
prevention and cure of the disease 
which causes more than 6,500 deaths 
every year ia this state, and of which 
there are more than 20,000 active 
cases 

The first active work of the local 
league will be to have the Traveling 
Health Exhibition Car, which is being 
sent through the state by the Ken- 
tucky Association for the prevention 
of Tubercuioals, eome to Paris Thurs- 
day August 24, and remain uetil Sun- 
day, August 29. 

Ihe Health Exhibit Car is a modern 
rairload passenger coach fitted up as a 
traveling health exhibit by 4he Ken- 
tucky Association for the study and 
prevention of tuberculosis. At each 
stopping place the public is invited to 
witness the exhibit, free of chirge, 
and to hear practical talks about Con- 
sumption and other infectious dis- 
eases. The car is well stocked with 
charts, mottoes and model houses 
showing where the dangers from dis- 
eases lie and how they can be pre- 
vented, in a way that every man, 
woman and child can undrestand it. 

Wherever shown, the exhibit haa 
attracted large crowds of people who 
were greatly benefitted in getting a 
clear understanding of Kentucky's 
most fatal disease, the Great White 
Plagua.

Ingenieua Trap That Was PemMrfy 
Used by th% Mexicans. 

The Mexicans in California had an 
Ingenuous method of trapping bears 
before the advent of the Yankees 
hronght modem firearms into the re- 
gion. A piece of meat was nailed to 
the stout horizontal limb of an oak 
tree. From a limb five or six feet 
above a rope was suspended, to the 
end of which a large stone was made 
fhst so that it hong about six inches 
above and a trifle nearer the trunk 
than the meat on the lower limb.

Tlie secret aervlce is a hard game 

to tackle, but, like all kinds of work. 
It has Its easy jobs. One of them is 
that of special agrent for a railroad. 
The agent is supposed to trace those 
who steel or destroy railroad iwoperty. 

When, he is notified that a trunk or 
other article of baggage is missing he 
finds out by Its number from where It 
was sent and follows it on the books 
to the last station where it has been 
checked. Then he notifies the police^, 
in the vicinity between the station 
where the baggage was last checked 
and the station where it should have 
been checked. The police get busy, 
and probably the property is soon re- 
covered and the thievQs put in JalL 
The baggage is then turned over to 
the special agent, who notUles the rail- 
road official that he has recovered the 
stolen poods. 

If a freight car is robbed the spe- 
cial agent pursues the same tactics. 
He flndsr oat wboe tlie car vras last 
sealed and the place where the car was 
reported as having its seal broken. 
The police or constables in the coun- 
try between the two points are noti- 
fied, and if they fail to capture the 
robbers the railroad may never hear 
again of the stolen goods. Wherever 
destruction has occurred to railroad 
property it is usually police officers 
who trace and arrest those guilty. 

However, the special agent must 
be a keen Judge of human nature and 
with sufficient tact to make himself 
popular with the police officers In his 
territory. Usually he is nn old time 
detective and is well enough acquaint- 
ed with detectives and pt lice through- 
out the country to obtain i;^sults where 
an anmtenr would fUl.

The result of a blow when 
the scalp ls*no$ cut is the bruising and 
Jaceration of many of the small blood 
vessels or capillaries. Blood or its 
fluid constituent, serum, is poured into 
the meshes of the surrounding con- 
nective tissue, which is delicate, 
spongy, distensible and cellular, and 
the well known bump or lump is quick- 
ly formed. This cannot pusli inward 
at all and naturally takes the line of 
least resistance. Similar bumps may 
be formed on the skin in exactly the 
same way, for the shin bone also is 
covered only by skin and snbcQtaneous 
connective tissue.
